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Hospital recovery 
plans drawn up

A COMPREHENSIVE 
plan aimed at putting 
Dorset’s cash-strapped 
county hospital into the 
recovery position has 
been drawn up. 


It aims to secure the 
hospital’s future by mak¬ 
ing savings of £11 mil¬ 
lion by the end of the 
next financial year - can¬ 
celling out a £7.4 million 


shortfall in this year’s ac¬ 
counts. 

It will involve the loss 


of around 200 staff jobs - 
but in an exclusive inter¬ 
view with the View from. 


acting chief executive 
Derek Smith said no de¬ 
cision has yet been taken 
over the future of the 
hospital’s popular breast 
cancer service although 
it was “under review”. 

Mr Smith said: “We 
will be putting our re¬ 
covery plan into place 
next year - starting off 
by restructuring the 
management of the trust 
and going on to begin 37 
projects to improve per¬ 
formance and efficiency 
in the hospital. 

“These will also be 
aimed at reducing our 
costs in 2010/2011 and 
will result in a reduction 
of our work force - The 
first stage in getting our 
trust back to financial 
strength. 

“These will mean a 
saving of £11 million be¬ 
fore the end of the next 
financial year. 

“Staff reduction will 
ultimately be close to 
200 but this will include 
some redundancies, 
some natural turnover 
and some relocation to 
other hospitals or trusts 
in the region. 

“We also need to re¬ 


view our breast cancer 
service. Because it is 
quite small and needs 
very specialised support 
we have had some diffi¬ 
culty. 

“We have got to look 
to ensure the service 
meets NHS standards 
and requirements but we 
have not yet made any 
firm decision on the 
unit’s future. 

“We realise it is a 
deeply appreciated serv¬ 
ice but we need to make 
sure that whatever hap¬ 
pens we have a service 
that is reliable and safe. 

“But I stress no deci¬ 
sion has yet been made 
either way.” 

The plan results from a 
meeting with staff this 
week and follows the in¬ 
tervention by Monitor, 
the national regulator of 
Foundation Trust hospi¬ 
tals. 

The plan’s first phase 
aims to reduce the num¬ 
ber of senior managers 
working at the hospital. 

Up to 28 posts are ex¬ 
pected to be made redun¬ 
dant by March next year,

with formal staff consultations likely to start in Jan¬ 
uary. 

Nick Hateboer, the hospital’s medical director said: 
“We understand how much our hospital is valued by 
our local community so it is vital we take prompt ac¬ 
tion to safeguard the hospital’s future. 

“The hospital is currently losing over £500,000 a 
month and, if nothing is done, our losses will spiral out 
of control.

“If we take no action, our losses will reach £11 mil¬ 
lion by March 2011 and £17 million by March 2012. 

“The hospital has got into these financial problems 
because since 2006 it has recruited over 300 new staff 
and invested heavily in services in the hope that it 
would attract more patients. But these extra patients 
never came and so we are left with rising costs but 
without the income to cover them. 

“If we are to have a sustainable hospital for the fu¬ 
ture we need to get back to our 2007 staffing levels 
when the costs of our hospital matched our income.” 

He added: “Our detailed investigations show that we 
can return to financial health by making efficiency and 
productivity savings and do not need to make major 
cuts in services. 

“This is great news for patients and the local com¬ 
munity who I know have been worried that some of 
our treasured services would have to be shut down or 
moved to neighbouring hospitals.”

West Dorset Parliamentary candi¬ 
date Dr Sue Farrant said she was re¬ 
ceiving a large number of complaints 
from viewers, especially in the west 
of the region - and plans to call the 
meeting with Digital UK bosses if 
there is a big enough public re¬ 
sponse. 

In general the complaints, from 
Lyme Regis, Bridport and Beamin- 
ster in particular, are the same. 

Since the retune ITV 3 and 4 chan¬ 
nels have been lost. And other chan¬ 
nels received in other areas like 
Yesterday and Dave are not avail¬ 
able. 

Programmes are also regularly in¬ 
terrupted with screens going blank 
and a “no signal” message flashed

up. 

Gini Emery, of Rax Lane, Bridport 
said: “I am very angry over this. We 
were promised more channels 
whereas in fact we have now ended 
up losing some we already had. 

“It is also very annoying to keep 
losing the signal. It always seems to 
happenat a crucial time in whatever 
I am watching. It seems to happen 
when planes or helicopters are going 
over -1 don’t know if there is a con¬ 
nection but it would certainly be a 
good idea if those responsible were 
called to explain what has gone 
wrong.” 

Dr Farrant said: “Initially most of 
my complaints were coming from 
the Lyme area but I now understand 
Bridport and Beaminster also have 
similar problems 


“A number of people have con¬ 
tacted me to complain about the poor 
reception in the Lyme Regis area 
since the digital switchover and I 
now understand it’s also bad in Brid¬ 
port and Beaminster and Dorchester 
may have problems too. 

“ I have been in touch with Digital 
UK about this but was told that noth¬ 
ing would improve until 2012/13 — 
and I did not think that was accept¬ 
able. 

“Therefore I arranged to meet Bill 
Taylor, Digital UK’s Regional Man¬ 
ager to discuss the problems people 
are having. We met yesterday and Mr 
Taylor was very helpful, explaining 
that some reception problems can be 
fairly easily resolved whilst others 
are more difficult. 

“I am proposing to organise a pub¬ 
lic meeting early in the new year for 
people to come and tell Mr Taylor 
face to face about the problems they 
are experiencing. He is confident that 
he will be able to give advice that 
will help resolve some of the prob¬ 
lems and he will also explain the cur¬ 
rent situation, including why some 
people have been unable to receive 
ITV 3and 4 since October. 

“I need to know, though, how many 
people in the area are having signifi¬ 
cant reception problems and would

Comparing Dorset's cliffs to the Himalayas

STUDENT Skalzang Rigzin has learnt to love the 
cliffs of West Dorset’s Jurassic Coast in his time here. 
But they are a little flat compared to the mountains of 
his homeland - where he works as a mountain guide 
in the Himalayas. 

During holidays from Kingston Maurward College 
Skalzang returns to his former life as a Sherpa; during 
his last trip home he scaled more than 15,000 metres 
in three previously unclimbed peaks. 

He also helped rescue a woman member of the 
British Schools Exploring Society (BSES) suffering 
from altitude sickness, during a gruelling 28-day ex¬ 
pedition, and also acted as a guide for girls from Bea- 
consfield High School on a five day trek. 

When the 27-year-old finishes the second year of his 
Foundation Degree at the Dorchester campus next July 
he plans to return to the iconic Asian mountain system 
and the career he loves. 

He says he will use his newly-acquired qualification 
in Outdoor Adventure Management to set up his own 
Sherpa business. 

“At Kingston Maurward I’ve been learning about 
project management, cash flow and business gener¬ 
ally,” said Skalzang, who comes from Ladakh 
(CORR) in India. 

“And I’ve also been doing outdoor activities I’ve 
never tried before such as caving and canoeing along 
with those I have - kayaking and rock climbing. 

“But I shall miss Dorset’s cliffs and the sea when I 
go home. We don’t have the sea there.” 

His rescue this summer saw him carry the BSES 
member down more than a thousand metres although 
he says altitude sickness among visitors is common¬ 
place. 

“I’ve had to save people who’ve fallen down cre¬ 
vasses,” he said, “and I’ve pulled a man from the

freezing water after he fell from a 
bridge. 

“The Himalayas are very dangerous. 
You have to contend with glaciers, 
peaks, crevasses and avalanches every 


day.” 

Skalzang is being sponsored for his 
studies by Bryanston School in Bland- 
ford where he works as an outdoor ed¬ 
ucation assistant.

How do I choose a roofing contractor? 

One of the best places to start looking is in the 
NFRC (National Federation of Roofing Contractors) 
Directory which lists proven property professionals 
from all over the UK. Always make sure the roofing 
contractor you hire is registered. 

Weeding out the cowboys, or how to spot a 
dishonest contractor. 

It is every homeowner’s nightmare. Hiring a 
contractor that seemed capable on first impression, 
only to have them make a mess of your beautiful 
home through lack of skill! Luckily, your best 
protection against this disappointment is good old 
fashioned word of mouth. Ask friends, family or 
neighbours for recommendations (or warnings!) 
regarding local contractors. Ask them if the work was 
completed to schedule and within budget. Also, you 
can ask the prospective contractor for a portfolio of 
references and photos of their work. Any good 
contractor will be happy to show you these. If they’re 
not, it’s probably best to look elsewhere. 

What to look out for 

• Commonly used ‘sales pitches’: Anything that 
sounds too good to be true usually is. Be 
especially aware of very low initial estimates. 

• Door knockers: never hire a contractor who 
offers their services door to door. 


• Pointing out fictional problems: View 
descriptions of awful or very complicated 
problems with suspicion. If you can’t easily 
find out about it online, it’s probably not true. 

• “It’s urgent!”: Undue stress of this point is 
always a bad sign. An honest contractor 
will not pressure you into making a decision. 

Pricing and costs 

Pricing for roofing jobs depends on the extent and 
complexity of the job and on the materials used. For 
example, imported slate is very expensive, but locally 
sourced slate can be more economical, and 
manufactured slating, like fibre cement, can be 
cheaper still. No matter which roofing material you 
choose, always consider written quotes (never 
verbal!) before settling on a roofing contractor. Most 
professionals will produce a quote within 2 or 3 days. 

Questions to ask your roofing contractor 

1. Are you a registered Trade Member? 

We recommend that your contractor be registered 
in a national trade association, such as the NFRC. 

2. Does the company carry insurance? 

Workers compensation and liability insurance to be 
specific. If a worker is hurt and the roofing contractor 
does not have insurance the home owner is liable. 
Ask to have current certificates sent to you. Do not 


accept the roofing contractor at their word. They may 
carry health, life and car insurance. Bland assur¬ 
ances of insurance coverage may refer to these. 
(Does your roofer’s insurance cover him if he is not 
qualified)? 

3. What is the company’s workmanship 
warranty? 

Some warranties are for one year, some are longer. 
The length of a roofing contractors warranty is not 
really as important as customer referrals. Most 
workmanship errors will be found within the first year, 
probably the first good storm. The reason this 
question is important is most roofing contractors will 
warranty the workmanship, and the manufacturer will 
warranty the product as long as it is installed 
correctly. Make sure you understand warranties. 

4. Does your roofer carry out risk assessments 
and method statements for each job by a quali¬ 
fied site supervisor? What is a risk assessment? 

A, Identify the hazard. 

B, Decide who might be harmed and how. 

C, Evaluate the risk and decide on precautions 

D, Record your findings and record them 

E, Review your assessment and update if necessary 

5. Is your roofer trained to work at heights? 

6. Does your roofer have an NVQ or are 
trained/approved in the job to be carried out.

IT was 40-years-ago that man first landed on 
the moon. 

Although pupils from year four at the 
Prince of Wales School in Dorchester were 
not aiming that high, they certainly hoped 
their very own rocket launch would at least 
get off the ground. 

During their recent World War Two proj¬ 
ect, they came across an article on the Home 
Guard and the rockets they fired during the 
war from batteries across the country. 

Although they never did any real damage, 
and in all probability never actually hit any¬ 
thing, the children decided to have a go at

making their own. 

They constructed their own rockets from 
card and patiently waited for favourable 
weather conditions to send them skyward. 

At 1.30pm on an overcast and very cold 
December afternoon, the big moment finally 
arrived. Rocket after rocket was successfully 
fired amid great excitement. 

All launched without a hitch and landed 
safely, despite surprising the odd innocent 
dog walker. They may not have reached the 
moon, but so much was gained by the chil¬ 


dren in this practical approach to science and 
history. What better way to understand 
rocket power than to build and fire your 
own. 

More was to come when teacher Laurie 
Barbour lit a fireball and swung it round and 
round his head. 

With all the children at a safe distance, this 
was yet another example of bringing science 
to life. 

This visual experiment demonstrated how 
just half a litre of burning fuel looks, how it 
gets brighter as it moves faster, and how you 
need oxygen to make it burn successfully.

THANKS to Dorset donations to Op¬ 
eration Christmas Child, 23,800 shoe- 
boxes full of presents are being sent 
to children facing difficult lives in 
several countries. 

Shoeboxes were donated by mem¬ 
bers of the public, schools, compa¬ 
nies, churches and organisations from 
communities across the county, in¬ 
cluding Beaminster, Bridport, Dorch¬ 
ester, Lyme Regis and Weymouth. 

The shoeboxes were checked in the 
Operation Christmas Child processing 
centre at Christchurch and are being 
sent to children in Belarus, Bosnia 
and Liberia. 

Area Co-ordinators Peter & Eileen 
Ivermee said: “On behalf of Opera¬ 
tion Christmas Child and all our vol¬ 
unteers, I just want to send a huge 
‘thank you’ to every single person 
who donated a shoebox this year. 

“This has been a hard year for many 


people in Dorset, and we are just 
knocked out by the fact so many of 
them have put together a shoebox. It 
has such a positive effect on the child 
that receives it and we want everyone 
here to know that their gifts make a 
real difference. 

“When they arrive in the destination 
country the shoeboxes are distributed 
on the basis of need by local organi¬ 
sations, charities and churches to chil¬ 
dren aged between two and 14, many 
living in orphanages, street shelters, 
hospitals, displaced persons camps or 
whose families are facing hardship 
due to poverty. The joy that the shoe- 
boxes bring lightens their lives, and 
the care and consideration that people 
here put into choosing their gifts 
shines through in the personal touches 


and in the items they send.” 

Ian Macleod, Head of Operations 
and Logistics for Operation Christmas 
Child added: “The last lorry loads of 
shoeboxes from the UK are just head¬ 
ing off now and, while we are still tal¬ 
lying up the final numbers, we will be 
distributing over 1.1 million donated 
shoeboxes, a quite outstanding figure. 
The caring nature of so many people 
has been particularly important this 
year because many of the countries to 
which we take the shoeboxes are hav¬ 
ing a harsh time as a result of the 
global recession - worse than the UK.

■THE common abbreviation for Christmas to Xmas is de¬ 
rived from the Greek alphabet. X is letter Chi, which is the 
first letter of Christ's name in the Greek alphabet. 

■ OLIVER Cromwell, banned Christmas carols in England 
between 1649 and 1660. Cromwell thought that Christ¬ 
mas should be a very solemn day so he banned carols 
and parties. The only celebration was a sermon and a 
prayer service. 

■ THE Puritans in America tried to make Thanksgiving 
Day the most important annual festival instead of Christ¬ 
mas. 

■ SILENT Night was written in 1818, by an Austrian priest 
called Joseph Mohr. He was told the day before Christmas 
that the church organ was broken and would not be re¬ 
paired in time for Christmas Eve. He was saddened by this 
and could not contemplate Christmas without music, so 
he wrote a carol that could be sung by choir to guitar 
music. He sat down and wrote three stanzas. Later that 
night the people in the little Austrian church sang "Stille 
Nacht" for the first time. 

■ ST Francis of Assisi introduced Christmas carols to for¬ 
mal church services. 

■ Telesphorus, the second Bishop of Rome (125-136 AD) 
declared that public church services should be held to 
celebrate'The Nativity of our Lord and Saviour.'ln 320 AD, 
Pope Julius I and other religious leaders specified Decem¬ 
ber 25th as the official date of the birth of Jesus Christ.

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■ DECEMBER 26th was traditionally known as St 
Stephen's Day, but is more commonly known as Boxing 
Day. This expression came about because money was col¬ 
lected in alms-boxes placed in churches during the fes¬ 
tive season. The money was then distributed to the poor 
and needy after Christmas. 

■ MELBOURNE, Australia has a sporting Boxing Day tra¬ 
dition.The Melbourne Cricket Ground hosts a Cricket test 
match. Sometimes this attracts 90,000 spectators. Cricket 
is Australia's premier Summer sport. 

■ THE first printed reference to Christmas trees 
appeared in Germany in 1531 

■ IN 1836, Alabama was the first state in the USA to 
declare Christmas a legal holiday. 

■ IN 1843, the first Christmas card was printed in 
England for Sir Henry Cole. He was a busy man who 
wanted to save time in his own Christmas letters, 
but was also interested in encouraging the ex¬ 
pansion of the postal system. A thousand 
copies of the card were sold at one shilling 
each. It was not until the 1860s that the pro¬ 
duction of cards accelerated, with cheaper 
printing methods.Then in 1870, the Post 
Office introduced a halfpenny stamp for 
sending cards. 

■ AT midnight on Christmas Eve in 
1914 firing from the German 
trenches during the First World 
War suddenly stopped. A Ger¬ 
man brass band began 
playing Christmas car¬ 
ols. Early, on Christmas 
morning, the German 
soldiers came out of their 
trenches, approaching the 
allied lines, calling 
"Merry Christmas". At 
first the allied soldiers 
thought it was a trick, 
but they soon climbed 
out of their trenches and 
shook hands with the German 
soldiers. The truce lasted a few 


days, and the men exchanged presents of cigarettes and 
plum puddings, sang carols and songs.They even played 
a game of soccer. 

■ IN 1937, the first postage stamp to commemorate 
Christmas was issued in Austria 

■ The actual gift givers are different in various countries: 

- Spain and South America: The Three Kings 

- Italy: La Befana (a kindly old witch) 

- England: Father Christmas 

- France: Pere Noel (Father Christmas) 

- Russia: In some parts - Babouschka (a grandmotherly 
figure); in other parts Grandfather Frost. 

- Germany: Christkind (angelic messenger from Jesus) 
She is a beautiful fair haired girl with a shining crown of 
candles. 

- Scandinavia: a variety of Christmas gnomes. One is 
called Julenisse 

- Holland: St Nicholas 

■ IN 1834, Queen Victoria's husband, Prince Albert 
brought the first Christmas tree to Windsor Castle 
for the Royal family. 

■ IN 1856, President Franklin Pierce decorates the 
first White House Christmas tree. 

■ IN 1907, Oklahoma became the last USA state to 
declare Christmas a legal holiday. 

■ Every year since 1947 the people in Oslo have 
given a Christmas tree to the city of Westmin¬ 
ster. The gift is an expression of goodwill and 
gratitude for Britain's help to Norway in the 
1939-1945 war. 

■ THE first American Christmas carol was 
written in 1649 by a minister named John 
de Brebeur and is called "Jesus is Born". 

■ MEXICANS call the poinsettia 
"Flower of the Holy Night" - the Holy 
Night is the Mexican way of saying 
Christmas Eve. 

■ TOM Smith who owned a 
sweet shop in London was the 
originator of the cracker. In the 
1840s Tom found that people 
liked sugar almonds, but 
while he was in France 
he discovered a variety of 
sweets wrapped up in a 
twist of paper. 

These bonbons were 
popular, so Tom de¬ 
cided to copy them. 
When Tom noticed that 
young men were buying 
them to give to their 
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sweethearts he began to place "love mottoes" on small 
slips of paper inside the sweet wrapping. 

In 1846Tom's thoughts turned towards Christmas - in¬ 
stead of sweets he thought he would place toys and nov¬ 
elties inside the twisted wrapping. He experimented with 
this and came up with the idea of producing a wrapping 
that could be pulled apart - the cracker as we know it 
today. 

■THE word carol is derived from the old French word car- 
oiler which derives from the Latin choraula.This itself was 
derived from the Greek choraules 

■ THE biggest selling Christmas single of all time is Bing 
Crosby's White Christmas. 

■ A GOOSE was customary Christmas fare until Henry VIII 
took it upon himself to tuck into a turkey. Mince pies 
were once shaped like mangers and are thought to date 
back to the sweetmeats formerly presented to the Vati¬ 
can on Christmas Eve. 

■ HANGING the Christmas stocking on the hearth on 
Christmas Eve in the hope that it will be filled with pres¬ 
ents the next morning is a custom that goes back about 
400 years. 

It derived from the custom in Holland of children plac¬ 
ing wooden shoes next to the hearth the night before 
the arrival of St. Nicholas. The children would fill their 
shoes with straw and food for St Nicholas's for the don¬ 
key that carried the gifts. In exchange he would leave 
them a small gift such as small cakes, fruits and other 
gifts. Stockings were substituted for the shoes in Britain, 
most of Europe and in North America. 

■ A WREATH with holly, red berries and other decora¬ 
tions began from at least the 17th century. Holly, with its 
sharply pointed leaves, symbolised the thorns in Christ's 
crown-of-thorns. Red berries symbolised the drops of 
Christ's blood. A wreath at Christmas signified a home 
that celebrated to birth of Christ.

I n my books, the perfect bird is 6.5kg- 8kg in 
weight because that's a good size to handle, 
feeds about 10 to 14 people and has better 
flavour than bigger birds. If you're buying from 
a small producer, like the lovely turkey I used 
from my mate Paul Kelly, you'll often find these 
birds come with their own cooking instruc¬ 
tions. Really good-quality birds do cook in a 
shorter time so follow the instructions if it has 
them. 

This year I'm using a flavoured butter to give 
a bit of extra love to my turkey, and this is a job 
you can do the day before. You can find my 
recipe in the Christmas issue of Jamie Maga¬ 
zine or simply make your own. Get your turkey 
and use a spoon to work your way between the 
skin and the meat. Start at the side of the cavity

just above the leg and work 
gently up towards the 
breastbone and towards 
the back so you create a 
large cavity. Pick up half of 
your butter and push it into 
the cavity you've created. 
Use your hands to push it 
through the skin right to 
the back so it coats the 
breast meat as evenly as 
possible. Do the same on 
the other side then rub any 
leftover butter all over the 
outside of the bird to use it 
up. If you've got any herb 
stalks left over, put them in 
the cavity of the turkey for 
added flavour as it cooks. 
Cover the turkey in cling 
film and keep in the fridge 
until you need it. 

Take your turkey out of 
the fridge a few hours be¬ 
fore you are ready to put it 
in the oven so it has time to 
come up to room tempera¬ 
ture. That flavoured butter 
will already be under the 
skin so you'll only need a 
few tweaks to finish it off. 
Halve 2 to 4 clementines 
and pop them in the cavity 
with a few more sprigs of 
fresh herbs like rosemary, 
bay and thyme. The fruit 
will steam and flavour the 
birds in a really lovely way. 
Take a sprig of fresh rose¬ 
mary, pull off the leaves at 
the bottom then spear that 
through the loose skin 
around the cavity to hold it 
together and keep it from 
shrinking back as the turkey 
cooks. 

Open up the neck cavity 
and pack as much stuffing 
as possible in there, then 
carefully pull the skin back 
over the cavity, tuck it

under the bird and pop it in 
the roasting tray. If you've 
already made your gravy 
like I've done, you won't 
need a vegetable trivet, if 
not, do that now by roughly 
chopping 2 or 3 carrots, 3 
peeled onions and 2 celery 
sticks. Preheat your oven to 
full whack and get the 
turkey in the roasting tray. 
As soon as it goes in the 
oven, immediately turn the 
heat down to 180°C/350°F/ 
gas 4. 

As a rough guide, you 
want to cook the turkey for 
about 35 to 40 minutes per 
kilogram, so a 7kg turkey 
will want about 4 to 41/2 
hours in the oven. But there 
are so many variables such 
as the sort of oven you have 
and the quality of your bird. 
Check on your turkey every 
30 minutes or so and keep 
it from drying out by bast¬ 
ing it with the lovely juices 
from the bottom of the pan. 
After 31/2 hours, remove the 
foil so the skin gets golden 



and crispy. If you are at all 
worried just stick a meat 
thermometer in the thick¬ 
est part of the breast. When 
the internal temperature 
has reached 65°C for a 
good quality bird, and 
about 82°C for a cheaper 
bird, it's ready to come out. 

Carefully put a metal 
skewer in the cavity and 


use it to lift the bird and 
angle it over the roasting 
tray so all of the juices from 
the cavity run out. Move 
the turkey to a platter then 
cover it with a double layer 
of tinfoil and 2 tea towels to 
keep it warm while it rests 
for at least 30 minutes.

Frustrating trip 
for Buckler 

BOB Buckler suffered a wasted 500 mile 
round trip on Saturday in a bid to keep 
The Sawyer's impressive run of form 
going but was thwarted by the weather. 

The Henley trainer had the 9-year-old 
chestnut gelding entered for both the 
Graduation Steeplechase over 2 miles 5 
Vi furlongs at Ascot and also the Tommy 
Whittle Handicap Steeplechase over 3 
miles at Haydock, both on Saturday. 

With the cancellation of Ascot on Fri¬ 
day due to snow. Buckler and his team, 
having checked with the clerk of the 
course at 6.30am on Saturday that rac¬ 
ing was on set off for Cheshire. 

"We arrived around 10.30am and 
walked the course and it was raceable 
and we were all set to go. However it

STRUGGLING Bridport failed to improve their league Dorset 
League Two position with three defeats in the lead up to the 
Christmas break. 

With half the season gone Bridport are languishing at the 
bottom, two points behind Hamworthy and four behind 
Purbeck.

BRIDPORT came back to earth after last week’s cup victory 
over Weymouth.
